Chattel mortgage SECTION 1. Every mortgage on personal property, which is not ac-
void, when. companied by an immediate delivery, and followed by an actual and

SEC. 2. Every such instrument shall be filed in the town or city where 
the property mortgaged is at the time of the execution of such mortgage, 
and a copy thereof filed in the town or city where the mortgagor, if a resi­
dent of this state, resides at the time of the execution thereof. In each 
town, such instrument shall be filed in the office of the town clerk thereof; 

Duty of recorder, and in the several cities, in the office of the recorder, clerk or other officer 
in whose custody the records of the city are kept, and each of the officers 
hereinbefore named, shall file all such instruments, when presented for 
that purpose, indorse thereon the time of reception, the number thereof, 
and shall enter in a suitable book to be provided by him, at the expense 
of the town, or city, with an alphabetical index thereto, under the head 
of mortgagors and mortgagees respectively, the names of each party to 
such instrument, and in separate columns opposite to such names the num­
ber of the instrument, the date, the amount secured thereby, when due, 
and the date of filing the same. Such instrument or copy shall remain on 
file for the inspection of all persons interested. 
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Sue. 3. Every mortgage filed in pursuance of this chapter shall be Effect of mort-
held and considered to be full and" sufficient notice to all parties interested, |af1ln'1^ifllea' 
of the existence and conditions thereof; but shall cease to be notice as 
against the creditors of the mortgagor and subsequent purchasers and 
mortgagees in good faith, after the expiration of one year from the filing 
thereof, unless within thirty days next preceding the expiration of the

when certified by the clerk or other proper officer to be a true copy of the . 
original on file in his office, shall be roceived in evidence in like manner 
and with like effect as the original mortgage, or copy filed and indorse 
ment. 

Swc. 5. When the condition of a mortgage of personal property is Redemption of 
broken the mortgagor or any. person lawfully claiming or holding under p™p=r'y "»ort-
him, may redeem the same at any time before the property is sold, in 
pursuance of the contract between the parties, or the right of redemption 
is foreclosed as hereinafter provided. 

S E C 6. The person entitled to redeem, shall pay or tender to the Redemption-
mortgagee, or person holding under him, the sum due on the mortgage, or how mad0-
offer performance of the thing to be done, and shall pay all reasonable 
and lawful charges and expenses incurred in the care and custody of the 
property, or otherwise arising from the mortgage ; and if, upon such pay­
ment or performance or tender thereof, the property is not forthwith re­
stored, the person entitled to redeem may recover it in a civil action, with 
such damages as he may have sustained by the withholding thereof. 

SEC. 7. The mortgagee or his assigns, after condition broken, may Mortgage—how 
give to the mortgagor, or the person in*possession of the property claim- foreclosed, 
in'g the same, written notice of his intention to foreclose the mortgage for 
breach of the condition thereof, which notice shall be served by leaving ' 
a copy with the mortgagor or a person in possession of the property claim­
ing the same, or by publishing it at least once a week for three successive 
weeks in a newspaper printed and published in the county or city where 
the mortgage is properly recorded, or where the property is situated, or 
if there is no such paper, in a newspaper printed and published at the 
capital of the state : provided, that nothing in this chapter contained, shall 
deprive the mortgagee of his remedy by sale, in cases where such sale is 
authorized by the mortgage. 

SEC. 8. The notice with an affidavit of service shall be filed wherever Notice and proof 
the mortgage is filed, and when so filed, the same or a copy thereof shall j}^'™'00 t0 bc 

be admitted as evidence of the giving of such notice. 
SEC. 9. If the money to be paid, or other thing to be done, is not Foreclosure com-

paid or performed, or tender thereof made within sixty days after such diy'sif'norcdemp-
notice is so filed, the right to redeem shall be foreclosed. "on •> ma<fc-
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
